95th  Report 


In  my  introduction  to  last  year’s  Annual 
Report,  it  gave  me  considerable  pleasure  to 
detail  all  the  steps  that  had  been  taken,  or  were 
then  in  train,  to  extend  and  modernise  many  of 
the  essential  services  which  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  offers  for  the  improve- 
ment of  opportunities  for  blind  people  of  all 
ages. 

During  the  last  financial  year  several  of  these 
plans  have  come  to  fruition  and  as  a result  we 
are  now  able  to  take  full  advantage  of  some  of 
the  most  recent  advances  in  science  and  tech- 
nology in  order  to  improve  educational  and 
vocational  opportunities  and  thereby  enrich 
the  standard  of  life  of  the  120,000  blind  men, 
women  and  children  of  this  country. 

Our  new  production  unit  at  Braille  House  has 
now  come  into  operation  and  is  the  world’s 
leading  centre  for  the  computerised  production 
of  braille  of  all  kinds.  During  the  current  year 
we  expect  to  achieve  our  immediate  target  of 
doubling  our  output  of  braille;  this  facility  will 
be  further  enhanced  by  the  installation  in  the 
course  of  the  coming  year  of  the  unique  Hydri- 
bind  machine  which  will  be  able  to  print,  collate, 
bind,  wrap  and  label  braille  magazines  and  other 
publications  in  one  continuous  process  at  very 
high  speed,  thus  marking  another  milestone  in 
our  constant  quest  to  satisfy  the  appetite  for 
braille  of  blind  people. 

At  Braille  House  our  greatly  improved  Student 
Tape  and  Braille  Libraries  are  now  fully  operat- 
ive; the  Student  Tape  Library  has  been  provided 
with  new  equipment  for  recording  and  copying 
textbooks  and  other  material  for  the  steadily 


growing  number  of  blind  people  who  attend 
universities  and  other  centres  of  higher  educa- 
tion. This  tape  library  service  has  been  con- 
verted to  standard  compact  cassettes  and  we 
hope  that  production  will  be  progressively 
increased. 

Considerable  progress  has  also  been  made  in 
our  plans  for  the  consolidation  of  our  two 
Talking  Book  Libraries  at  Bolton  and  Wembley. 
A new  computer-based  system  has  been  estab- 
lished and  will  become  fully  operational  during 
the  present  financial  year,  with  capacity  for 
handling  all  library  functions  at  very  high  speed, 
thus  ensuring  the  rapid  allocation  of  selected 
books  to  our  54,000  Talking  Book  readers. 

Our  new  hostel  for  blind  people  working  in 
the  London  area  was  officially  opened  on  27 
November,  1978  by  Her  Royal  Highness 
Princess  Alexandra  who  met  and  chatted  with 
all  the  residents  and  members  of  the  staff,  in 
company  with  our  distinguished  Vice-President, 
Sir  Nicholas  Garrow,  after  whom  the  hostel  has 
been  named. 

Considerable  building  work  has  been  done  to 
modernise  our  Headquarters  with  a view  to 
promoting  greater  efficiency  in  the  administra- 
tion of  all  our  services  and  to  relieve  us  of  the 
burden  of  maintaining  our  activities  in  the 
rented  accomodation  which  we  formerly  occu- 
pied. 

In  recent  years  RNIB  has  been  engaged  in  an 
unprecedented  expansion  and  improvement  of 
its  services  to  blind  people.  To  achieve  this 
objective  it  has  been  necessary  to  draw  very 
substantially  on  our  reserves  of  capital.  With  the 
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realisation  of  our  immediate  aims,  it  will  be  now 
necessary  for  us  to  observe  a short  period  of 
retrenchment  and  to  take  full  advantage  of  all 
the  measures  that  are  available  to  us  for  increas- 
ing our  income.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the 
very  many  friends  of  the  blind  throughout  the 
country  who  have  always  provided  and  I hope 
will  continue  to  provide,  and  extend,  valuable 
support  for  our  work  and  we  urge  all  those  who 
are  concerned  about  the  wellbeing  of  blind 
people  to  be  as  generous  as  their  individual 
circumstances  permit  in  responding  to  our 
appeals  for  financial  assistance. 

In  discharging  its  role  as  this  country’s  leading 
national  voluntary  organisation  working  for  the 
welfare  of  all  blind  people,  the  Institute  contin- 
ues to  be  deeply  concerned  about  the  financial 
plight  of  most  of  the  nation’s  blind  citizens.  For 
a number  of  years  we  have  engaged  in  discussions 
on  this  topic  with  successive  governments  and  we 
have  consistently  pressed,  in  partnership  with 
the  National  League  of  the  Blind  and  Disabled 
and  the  National  Federation  of  the  Blind,  for 
the  early  introduction  of  a blindness  allowance 
designed  to  offset  all  or  a substantial  part  of  the 
unavoidable  additional  living  costs  imposed  by 
blindness.  These  representations  have  been 
pursued  throughout  the  year  under  review,  but  it 
is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  I have  to  report 
that  our  negotiations  at  the  highest  levels,  both 
with  the  former  and  the  present  government, 
have  so  far  been  unsuccessful. 

In  addressing  the  Institute’s  recent  Annual 


General  Meeting  Mr.  Reg  Prentice,  Minister  for 
Social  Security  with  special  responsibility  for  the 
disabled,  stated — and  has  since  confirmed  in 
writing — that  there  is  a very  strong  case  for  a 
special  cash  allowance  to  meet  the  extra  costs 
incurred  by  blind  people.  Nevertheless  he  has  not 
been  able  to  hold  out  any  prospect  of  the  early 
introduction  of  such  an  allowance,  nor  of  the 
broadening  of  the  mobility  allowance  from 
which  blind  people  are  at  present  excluded. 

We  continue  to  regard  the  government’s 
attitude  as  totally  unacceptable  and  we  shall 
continue  to  press  with  all  possible  vigour  for  the 
earliest  action  by  government  to  correct  an 
injustice  which  has  been  allowed  to  continue  far 
too  long.  I trust  that  all  who  are  concerned  with 
the  well-being  of  blind  people  and  who  desire  to 
ensure  that  they  are  assisted  to  assume  their 
rightful  place  in  the  economic  life  of  the  com- 
munity will  support  us  in  this  all-important 
endeavour. 

It  is  my  hope  that  you  will  share  my  belief  that 
the  pages  of  the  Report  which  follows  reveal 
that  once  again  outstandingly  successful  work 
has  been  accomplished  by  the  Institute  during 
the  last  twelve  months.  In  conclusion  I should 
like  to  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  to  my 
fellow  Honorary  Officers,  to  all  members  of  the 
Institute’s  Executive  Council  and  Committees, 
to  the  Director-General,  and  to  the  staff  at 
Headquarters  and  in  all  our  schools  and  estab- 
lishments for  the  loyal  service  that  they  have 
continued  to  give  throughout  the  year.

Report  1978-79 


The  Institute’s  finances 

During  the  past  few  years  in  order  to  meet  the 
increasing  needs  of  blind  people  we  have  been, 
and  still  are,  greatly  expanding  many  of  our 
services.  As  they  are  all  heavily  subsidised  by 
the  Institute  this  means  that  the  more  we  provide 
the  greater  our  costs  become. 

As  the  provision  of  as  much  help  as  possible 
for  blind  people  is  the  Institute’s  primary 
objective,  it  is  right  that  we  should  incur  this 
additional  expenditure,  and  during  the  current 
year  we  expect  to  spend  almost  £llm  on  the 
provision  and  expansion  of  our  welfare  services 
to  the  blind  community.  However,  raising  funds 
of  this  magnitude  presents  problems,  par- 
ticularly in  these  inflationary  times. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  help  we  receive 
from  Government  sources,  particularly  towards 


our  expenditure  on  education,  rehabilitation 
and  braille  production  but,  despite  these  contri- 
butions and  the  substantial  income  derived  from 
legacies,  we  are  still  left  with  a very  large  balance 
to  fund. 

Over  the  years  we  have  received  such  loyal 
support  from  our  many  friends  and  well-wishers, 
to  whom  we  are  greatly  indebted,  that  we 
hesitate  to  ask  them  for  even  more.  Nevertheless, 
we  do  urgently  appeal  to  all  who  are  concerned 
for  the  welfare  of  blind  people  to  give  us  as 
much  financial  support  as  possible,  both  in  their 
present  giving  and  by  remembering  us  in  their 
wills,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  continue  with 
our  existing  programme  and  implement  the 
many  other  improvements  we  wish  to  make  in 
our  services.

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A Pioneering  Year  for  RNIB 


This  year  saw  RNIB  harnessing  the  latest 
teehnology  to  a 154-year-old  technique.  Com- 
puters have  been  used  to  produce  braille  for  some 
time  but  in  1978  a much  more  sophisticated 
system  was  introduced.  It  works  in  much  the 
same  way  as  computer  .setting  of  ordinary  print 
but.  in  addition,  translates  plain  type  into  braille 
symbols.  The  new  system  cost  RNIB — the 
largest  producer  of  braille  in  the  Common- 
wealth-over £250,000.  Its  installation  means 
not  only  that  the  output  of  braille  will  go  up  but, 


more  important  perhaps,  that  people  who  do 
not  know  braille  can  produce  braille  books.  It  is 
becoming  difficult  to  find  people  who  can 
transcribe  from  print  into  braille.  The  use  of  the 
new  technology  means  that  machines  can  be 
made  to  do  the  work. 

The  range  of  braille  material  includes  cricket 
and  football  fixtures  (very  popular),  proms 
prospectuses,  knitting  patterns,  computer  pro- 
gramming manuals,  user  instructions  for  ap- 
pliances, plays,  social  security  leaflets,  the  Radio

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rimes,  sliorl  stories,  detective  stories,  crossword 
puzzles,  examination  papers,  school  books  and 
many,  many  more. 

The  variety  illustrates  how  involved  blind 
people  can  become  in  ordinary  life  around  them, 
joining  in  sports  and  music  with  their  families, 
or  being  independent  and  following  on  their 
own  what  is  happening.  All  this  participation 
is  helped  by  braille.  Of  course  a blind  person 
should  be  able  to  chat  to  his  friends  and  neigh- 
bours about  what  he  heard  on  television  last 
night — he  had  his  Radio  Times  to  help  him. 
Of  course  he  should  be  able  to  hold  down  a job 
— he  had  braille  textbooks  to  learn  from  and 
braille  manuals  to  explain  the  equipment. 

There  are  other  documents  too,  which  people 
who  can  see  take  for  granted  but  which  blind 
people  particularly  appreciate  receiving,  braille 
letters  and  greeting  cards  for  instance. 

All  this  is  possible  only  because  the  RNIB 
provides  it  with  only  a small  subsidy  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

RNIB  saw  a crucial  need  and  set  out  to 
meet  it. 

Pioneering  and  partnership 

Over  the  years  RNIB  has  given  the  lead  in 
many  different  spheres;  for  instance,  RNIB  was 
among  the  first  to  realise  the  need  for  residential 
homes  and  holiday  hotels  for  blind  people  and 
to  do  something  about  it  on  a national  scale. 
Local  authorities  send  people  from  all  over  the 
country  to  RNIB  homes  and  hotels,  paying  part 
of  the  cost. 

The  partnership  between  the  voluntary  organi- 
zation RNIB  on  the  one  hand  and  statutory 
bodies  on  the  other  seen  in  the  provision  of 
accommodation  for  blind  people,  runs  through 
many  of  RNlB’s  activities.  The  two  are 
complementary.  Often  RNIB  provides  the 
framework,  based  on  its  special  knowledge 
acquired  over  the  years  of  blind  people  and  their 
needs,  and  the  State  contributes  towards  the 
cost. 

Education 

The  RNIB’s  role  in  education  has  always 
been  to  identify  areas  of  need  and  then  to 


provide  services  to  meet  them.  For  example, 
RNIB  established  in  1921  at  Chorleywood  in 
Hertfordshire  the  first  school  offering  higher 
education  for  “girls  with  little  or  no  sight” 
(five  pupils  were  enrolled),  and  in  1918  the  first 
Sunshine  Home  for  blind  babies. 

The  role  of  the  voluntary  organisation  should 
be  to  make  quickly  available  what  is  missing 
from  the  statutory  services,  and  then  to  work  in 
close  co-operation  so  that  there  is  no  overlap 
but  each  supplements  the  other.  In  due  course, 
the  voluntary  organisation  may  be  able  to  pull 
out  when  statutory  services  have  expanded  or 
the  need  has  diminished.  From  the  nine  Sunshine 
Homes  needed  in  the  1950s  to  meet  the  great 
increase  of  young  children  blinded  through 
retrolental  fibroplasia  we  now  have  five, 
partly  because  there  are,  mercifully,  fewer 
blind  children,  but  also  because  there  are  greater 
support  services  available  locally  to  enable 
young  visually  handicapped  children  to  remain 
at  home. 

The  growth  of  these  support  services  is  again 
an  indication  of  initiative  taken  by  voluntary 
organisations.  We  have  built  up  a team  of  nine 
regional  Education  Advisers,  all  skilled  teachers 
of  the  visually  handicapped,  whose  job  is  to 
support,  inform  and  liaise  with  parents  of  young 
children  particularly,  and  with  local  education 
and  health  authorities,  and  advise  them  on 
available  facilities.  These  appointments  in  their 
turn  led  to  several  local  authorities  making 
similar  appointments.  We  work  closely  with 
these  local  authority  officers,  even  arranging 
regular  conferences  which  can  be  attended  by  all 
Advisers. 

What  of  those  five  girls  at  Chorleywood? 
Today,  there  are  eighty-five.  In  every  case  fees 
are  paid  by  Local  Education  Authorities,  and 
girls  follow  a wide  range  of  O-  and  A-levels 
leading  to  public  examinations,  university  and 
other  training,  as  with  the  boys  in  the  com- 
parable school  at  Worcester.  There  is  ready 
collaboration  with  both  the  Local  Education 
Authorities  that  send  the  pupils,  and  with 
those  authorities  in  whose  areas  these  and  other 
RNIB  schools  are  situated.  Wherever  possible, 
we  make  use  of  statutory  facilities  and  in  return 
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"A’  level  physics  a!  Worcester  College,  using  the  photoconductive  light  probe  for  electrical  measurement 


make  available  to  the  local  authorities  the 
accumulated  expertise  of  the  schools.  For 
example,  we  have  organised  courses  for  LEA 
staff  who  may  be  meeting  visually  handicapped 
children  in  mainstream  schools. 

A particular  centre  of  expertise  is  the  Research 
Centre  for  the  Education  of  the  Visually  Handi- 
capped, jointly  funded  by  the  RNIB  and  the 
University  of  Birmingham.  Here,  teachers  and 
research  workers  concerned  with  the  education 
of  the  visually  handicapped  can  contribute  and 
freely  extract  a wealth  of  valuable  material. 

Special  schools,  particularly  the  non-main- 
tained,  are  sometimes  criticised  for  being 
isolated — but  this  is  not  true  of  the  RNIB 
schools.  Not  only  are  the  regional  Education 
Advisers  in  daily  touch  with  LEAs  and  all  types 
of  schools,  but  the  Education  Officer  and  his 
staff  are  represented  on  many  LEA  Advisory 
Committees.  Moreover,  the  Careers  Officers 
of  the  RNIB,  by  keeping  in  touch  with  visually 


handicapped  students  through  tertiary  education 
have  contacts  covering  almost  every  university 
and  college,  and  a great  variety  of  non-RNIB 
schools.  These  students  receive  cash  grants 
from  the  RNIB  to  help  offset  the  additional 
costs  imposed  by  blindness  and  regular  visits 
from  our  Careers  Officers  who  also  keep  closely 
in  touch  with  University  Appointments  Officers 
and  academic  staff. 

At  a different  level,  the  very  severely  addi- 
tionally handicapped  children  at  Condover  Hall 
(many  of  whom  have  come  from  our  Junior 
School  at  Rushton  Hall)  are  now  helped  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  the  relatively  sheltered 
life  of  their  school  and  the  harsher  conditions 
of  the  world  outside  by  an  Aftercare  Officer. 
His  duty  is  to  prepare  the  youngster  for  the 
next  stage — probably  a training  centre.  A few 
of  these  youngsters  will  have  been  to  the  RNIB 
Assessment  Centre  at  Hethersett,  where  a 
programme  closely  dependent  on  the  good  will 
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of  local  industry  will  lead  many  to  satisfying 
training  or  employment. 

None  of  this  is  possible  without  good, 
professional,  caring  staff.  The  RNIB  is  one  of 
the  very  few  employing  agencies,  voluntary  or 
statutory,  which  runs  an  organised  in-service 
training  course  for  care  staff  supervised  by  its 
own  National  Training  Officer  and  making 
use,  wherever  possible,  of  statutorily  provided 
courses. 

In  all  our  work,  our  function  is  to  supply 
what  is  wanted.  We  must  be  alert  to  anticipate 
changes,  but  unfortunately  buildings  are  more 
permanent  than  programmes.  We  must  not 
seek  to  perpetuate  a programme  merely  because 
we  have  the  plant  for  it  which  has  worked  well 
in  the  past.  We  must  be  prepared  to  adapt 
buildings — to  instal  a lift  at  Chorleywood  so 
that  we  can  admit  severely  physically  handi- 
capped girls;  specially  to  equip  two  of  the 


children’s  flats  at  Condover  Hall  for  grossly 
handicapped  children. 

But  results  are  not  judged  only  by  what 
happens  in  the  schools:  school  journeys  abroad, 
participation  in  gymkhanas  and  sports  events, 
sailing,  skiing,  camping  holidays,  travel  scholar- 
ships throughout  Europe  or  America,  exchanges 
with  foreign  schools,  rock  climbing  or  rambling 
. . . all  these  enlarge  the  horizons  of  young 
men  and  women  who  could  be  limited  by  their 
visual  handicap.  None  of  this  can  be  done  on  a 
large  scale  and  you  need  plenty  of  support,  so 
it  is  expensive.  Nor  can  it  be  done  without  the 
good  will  and  real  understanding  of  statutory 
agencies  and  of  the  public  at  large. 

Students’  Libraries 

The  Students’  Tape  Library  acts  as  a processing 
and  distribution  centre  between  the  volunteer

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reader-speakers  and  the  users  of  the  recorded 
books.  All  the  books  are  recorded  by  people 
working  at  home.  Users  of  the  library  vary  from 
people  studying  for  0-Ievel  examinations  to 
those  doing  post-graduate  work,  and  a great 
diversity  of  specialisation  is  needed  from  the 
volunteer  readers.  Subjects  covered  range  from 
botany  to  economics.  Readers  may  be  retired 
people  who  regularly  set  aside  time  for  recording, 
or  professional  people  or  housewives  who  fit 
sessions  of  recording  into  busy  lives;  all  of  them 
are  kind  enough  to  regard  the  interpretation  of 
some  obscure  or  involved  text  as  a hobby.  It  is 
because  of  them  that  the  Library  exists,  and  the 
only  adequate  way  of  thanking  them  is  to  assure 
them  that  the  recordings  are  of  inestimable 
benefit  to  members,  many  of  whom  would  be 
unable  to  follow  courses  of  study  without  the 
help  of  student  tapes. 

New  titles  added  to  the  Students’  Tape  Library 
are  being  put  on  to  standard  compact  cassettes 
so  that  students  can  use  any  commercial  cassette 
player.  At  present  new  books  can  be  recorded 
only  for  full-time  students  and  teachers  but 
once  they  are  returned  to  the  Library  anyone 
who  is  visually  handicapped  may  borrow  them. 

The  braille  Students’  Library  produces  single 
copies  or  a few  copies  at  a time  of  its  publica- 
tions— books  are  not  mass-produced  for  sale, 
as  with  the  new  computer  installation.  Some 
readers  disliked  the  plastic  braille  duplicated 
volumes  produced  for  the  Library,  so  a new 
machine  has  been  developed  by  RNIB  to 
produce  short  runs  on  manilla  paper.  The 
machine  transfers  braille  master  pages  to  a 
magnetic  cassette  and  then  to  an  embossing 
machine,  and  any  corrections  can  be  made 
electronically  instead  of  by  hand. 

The  braille  Students’  Library  now  contains 
almost  16,000  books  and  lends  to  borrowers  all 
over  the  world. 

Now  that  an  increasing  number  of  books  in 
the  library  stock  can  be  duplicated,  many  of 
them  are  sent  to  readers  on  a long-term  loan 
basis  so  that  they  are  readily  available  to  the 
reader  for  reference  when  required. 

Braille  documents  and  books  are  essential, 
not  only  to  students  but  to  a much  wider  range 


of  blind  people,  especially  those  in  commercial 
and  professional  employment.  During  the  past 
year  the  Manuscript  Department  either  through 
its  small  staff  of  braillists  or  through  the  help  of 
voluntary  transcribers,  has  continued  to  provide 
material  to  help,  among  others,  blind  teachers, 
lecturers,  lawyers,  computer  programmers, 
switchboard  operators  and  piano  tuners. 

One  of  the  vital  services  of  the  Manuscript 
Department  is  the  transcription  in  highly 
confidential  conditions  of  examination  papers 
into  braille  for  blind  students,  ranging  from 
CSE  to  Finals  papers  for  University  degrees. 
This  is  a very  specialised  service  provided  by  the 
Institute  which  makes  very  challenging  demands 
on  the  skill  of  the  small  staff  of  braillists  in  the 
Manuscript  Department. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  talented  band  of 
voluntary  braille  transcribers  without  whose 
help  the  Library  and  its  braille  services  could 
not  function.

The  Sunshine  Fund 

The  Sunshine  Fund  of  the  Institute  raises 
money  to  help  blind  children  and  young  people 
to  get  the  most  suitable  education  throughout 
their  school  life. 

During  1978/79  thousands  of  people  con- 
tinued to  give  their  time,  their  talents  and  their 
money  to  help  us  to  provide  the  essential 
services  for  the  care  and  education  of  young 
blind  children.  The  first  Sunshine  Gift  Shop 
opened  this  year  in  Great  Portland  Street, 
London,  W.l,  has  been  a great  success,  selling 
only  items  donated  by  the  general  public  and 
staffed  by  volunteers.  Sportsman’s  Night 
attended  each  year  by  leading  sporting  and  show- 
business  personalities  who  give  their  time  freely 
to  help  us,  was  a huge  success.  The  highlight  of 
show-business  support  was  the  performance  by 


The  Osmonds  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall  in  the 
presence  of  the  President  of  the  Sunshine  Fund 
supporting  our  nurseries  and  schools.  Her  Royal 
Highness,  The  Princess  Margaret,  Countess  of 
Snowdon. 

Employment 

Employment  services  too  show  the  spirit  of 
co-operation  between  voluntary  and  statutory 
bodies. 

RNIB’s  specialist  team  of  careers  and  em- 
ployment officers  works  closely  with  the  re- 
settlement officers  of  the  Manpower  Services 
Commission— RN  IB  is  concerned  primarily 
with  commercial  and  professional  employment 
and  the  Manpower  Services  Commission  with 
industrial  work.  The  Commission  makes  a grant 
towards  the  cost  of  the  RN  1 B’s  placement  services. 
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In  the  year  under  review,  251  people  were 

found  jobs  by  RN IB. 

The  range  of  jobs  done  by  blind  people  is 
impressive,  for  instance,  social  workers,  tele- 
phonists, musicians,  typists,  teachers  and  com- 
puter programmers. 

Homeworkers 

Nevertheless,  because  of  the  general  employ- 
ment position,  there  are  fewer  industrial  jobs 
and  RNIB's  support  for  people  who  work  from 
their  own  homes  became  even  more  vital 
this  year.  The  RNIB’s  important  homeworkers’ 
scheme,  run  from  Reigate,  is  the  largest  in  the 
UK.  This  year  it  helped  some  150  self-employed 
workers — basket  workers  and  chair  caners, 
market  gardeners,  small-holders  and  music 
teachers.  This  scheme,  too,  shows  the  partner- 
ship between  voluntary  organisations,  local 
authorities  and  the  Manpower  Services  Com- 
mission, who  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 
administration,  workshops  and  equipment.

RNIB  supplies  the  detailed  knowledge  of  the 
needs  of  blind  workers  and  its  expertise  accumu- 
lated over  many  years  in  helping  them. 

Special  equipment 

Special  equipment  is  often  important  in 
finding  jobs  for  blind  people.  Potential  employers 
might  not  always  realise  that  they  may  not  have 
to  pay  for  it.  Amongst  the  aids  provided  this 
year  with  help  from  RNIB  were  40  closed 
circuit  televisions— these  help  people  with  a 
little  sight  to  read. 

A Working  Party 

Concern  about  the  need  to  expand  employ- 
ment opportunities  for  blind  people  led  in  1976 
to  the  establishment  of  a Working  Party  to 
investigate  and  propose  improvements.  The 
Working  Party  included  staff  members  of  the 
RNIB,  the  National  League  of  the  Blind  and 
Disabled  and  the  National  Federation  of  the 
Blind,  and  officials  of  the  Manpower  Services 
Commission.  Its  report,  published  in  1979,  is  a 
blueprint  for  the  development  of  UK  employ- 
ment services  for  the  next  decade  and  may  help 
other  countries  who  are  planning  and  developing 
vocational  services  for  the  blind. 

New  hostel 

This  year  saw  the  opening  by  Her  Royal 
Highness  Princess  Alexandra  of  our  new  hostel 
for  people  working  in  London.  Sir  Nicholas 
Garrow  House  in  North  Kensington  has  places 
for  55  men  and  women  as  well  as  short-stay 
accommodation  for  people  in  London  to  attend 
conferences  or  interviews.  Residents  have  break- 
fast and  an  evening  meal  during  the  week  and 
full  board  at  the  weekends.  The  emphasis  is 
on  making  a homely  atmosphere  and  residents 
often  invite  friends  to  visit  them  and  join  them 
in  a meal. 

Rehabilitation  and  training 

RNIB  has  been  providing  rehabilitation 
services  for  40  years,  for  most  of  that  time  as 
agents  for  the  Department  of  Employment, 
more  recently  the  Employment  Service  Division 
of  the  Manpower  Services  Commission. 
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Learning  to  use  dosed  circuit  television

To  return  to  work 

RNIB's  Manor  House  at  Torquay  takes  72 
newly  blind  residents  at  a time  and  rehabilitation 
there  helps  to  prepare  them  for  work,  in  some 
cases  going  back  to  their  former  employers,  in 
others  starting  work  for  the  first  time,  in  others 
still  going  on  for  further  training. 

A north  country  draughtsman,  for  instance, 
whose  sight  had  deteriorated  so  that  he  could  no 
longer  do  his  job,  was  able  to  return  to  his 
drawing  office  after  training  to  use  modern  low 
vision  aids. 

The  306  people  who  attended  the  centre  at 
Torquay  during  the  year  were  sponsored  by  the 
Employment  Service  Division,  at  whose  insti- 
gation we  installed  new  machinery  to  take  on 
contracts  for  larger  engineering  components  and 
increased  the  team  of  mobility  instructors.  A 
new  Commercial  Department  was  opened  this 
year. 

Greater  emphasis  is  now'  pul  on  (raining  to 


use  to  the  best  advantage  the  little  vision  that 
most  people  registered  as  blind  still  have.  The 
UK,  like  many  other  countries,  is  now  recognis- 
ing the  importance  of  helping  visually  handi- 
capped people  in  this  way.  RNIB  is  grateful  to 
low  vision  experts  who  have  helped  people 
taking  rehabilitation  courses. 

Social  rehabilitation 

Not  all  newly  blind  people  are  going  to 
continue  working:  most  of  the  11,000  people 
who  are  added  to  the  Blind  Register  each  year 
have  reached  retirement  age.  Learning  to  adjust 
(heir  way  of  life  is  just  as  important  for  them. 

RNIB's  residential  social  rehabilitation  centre 
in  Nottingham  was  set  up  to  help  the  people 
local  authorities  feel  would  benefit  from  a 
residential  centre  where  they  can  learn,  aw'ay 
from  their  families,  living  skills  so  that  they 
can  be  independent.  People  at  the  centre  are 
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Learning  a different  method  of  slicing  bread

taught  how  to  get  about  on  their  own,  to  read 
and  write  in  braille,  Moon  or  with  a typewriter, 
how  to  cope  with  cooking,  housework  and 
laundry;  they  learn  a variety  of  crafts,  music 
and  movement  to  help  develop  confidence  and 
swimming  and  horse-riding.  This  year  a lady  of 
74  learnt  to  type,  went  swimming  for  the  first 
time  in  her  life,  and  now  makes  little  leather 
goods  for  all  her  Christmas  and  birthday 
presents.  She  is  typical  of  the  80  people  sup- 
ported during  the  year  by  local  authorities  who 
pay  a contribution  towards  the  fee,  over  50  per 
cent  of  which  comes  from  RNIB  voluntary 
funds. 

Obviously,  not  everyone  who  needs  social 
rehabilitation  can  spend  three  months  away 
from  home — it  might  be  difficult  for  a young 
mother  perhaps — but  it  is  a pity  that  local 
authority  social  services  departments  do  not 
make  more  use  of  RNIB’s  pleasant  purpose- 
built  centre. 


National  Mobility  Centre 

RNIB  administers  the  National  Mobility 
Centre  in  Birmingham  in  co-operation  with 
St.  Dunstan’s  and  the  Birmingham  Royal 
Institution  for  the  Blind  and  local  authorities 
all  over  the  country  send  staff  for  training. 
Probably  the  most  important  need  for  blind 
people — and  the  most  important  aid  for  adjust- 
ing to  blindness — is  to  be  able  to  get  around 
their  own  homes  and  neighbourhoods  on  their 
own  with  confidence.  RNIB’s  Birmingham 
Centre  trains  sighted  people  to  teach  blind 
people  how  to  get  about. 

This  year  20  instructors  were  trained  at  the 
Centre,  including  seven  from  overseas,  and 
student  places  are  filled  until  the  end  of  1979. 
The  Centre  hopes  to  increase  its  stafl'  of  5 
instructors  so  that  it  can  take  more  students. 

The  curriculum  is  constantly  modified  to 
take  account  of  new  techniques  and  annual 
refresher  courses  keep  practising  Mobility 
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OHicers  in  touch  with  new  developments.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  people  attended  this  year's 
course  including  people  from  Denmark.  Iceland, 
Netherlands,  Nigeria.  Norway,  S.  Africa,  USA 
and  Yugoslavia. 

The  Consortium  is  indebted  to  Lady  Ellerman 
and  the  New  Moorgate  Trustees  for  their  con- 
tinued generosity  in  providing  financial  support 
to  the  Centre. 

New  RNIB  film 

RNlB’s  film  Unseen  Hazards  which  illustrates 
how  common  street  objects  such  as  cars  parked 
on  the  pavements  and  overhanging  hedges  are 
obstacles  to  blind  people,  was  in  wide  demand 
both  in  this  country  and  overseas,  and  is  avail- 
able to  interested  organizations. 


Coninicrcial  training 

There  is  a heavy  demand  for  places  at  the 
Institute’s  Commercial  Training  College  in 
London  where  students  learn  shorthand  and 
audio  typing,  switchboard  operation  and  com- 
puter programming.  More  blind  people  are 
becoming  computer  programmers  and  systems 
analysts  (there  are  now  about  150)  and  in  spite 
of  technological  developments  switchboard  oper- 
ating is  still  a popular  job.  Students  are  sup- 
ported at  the  College  by  the  Training  Services 
Division,  whose  co-operation  is  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  Institute. 

North  London  School  of  Physiotherapy 

Forty-two  students  are  taking  the  3-year 
training  programme  this  year  and  another  10

became  members  of  the  Chartered  Society  of 
Physiotherapy.  The  highlight  of  the  year  was 
the  opening  in  June  1978  by  Her  Majesty  The 
Queen  of  the  new  building  in  London  (described 
fully  in  last  year’s  annual  report).  The  year  has 
been  one  of  consolidation  and  expansion  into 
the  improved  facilities,  in  particular  the  school 
library  services  have  been  developed. 

The  Institute  is  keeping  a close  watch  on 
developments  in  physiotherapy  training  and  is 
confident  that  with  its  new  facilities  it  is  ready 
to  implement  any  changes  needed  to  keep  the 
visually  handicapped  trainee  physiotherapist  up 
to  date. 

Nine  students  from  overseas  are  at  the  School 
and  the  Institute  is  pleased  that  the  University 
of  Manitoba  has  organized  its  4-year  Bachelor 
of  Medical  Rehabilitation  Course  so  that  blind 
Canadian  students  can  transfer  for  the  last  three 
years  to  the  School,  getting  their  degree  when 
they  go  back  to  Canada.  Again,  physiotherapy 
training — the  profession  followed  by  more  blind 
people  than  any  other — demonstrates  the  part- 
nership between  the  voluntary  organization. 


which  provided  over  £lm  for  the  purpose-built 
new  School,  and  the  State:  the  Training  Services 
Division  provides  grants  and  tuition  costs  for 
UK  students. 

Services  to  deaf-blind  people 

The  special  needs  of  deaf-blind  people  con- 
tinue to  be  a matter  of  great  concern  to  the 
Institute.  Our  Deaf-Blind  Services  Officer  has 
given  direct  help  to  a number  of  deaf-blind 
people,  as  well  as  maintaining  contact  with 
social  services  departments  of  local  authorities 
and  with  other  voluntary  bodies  with  a special 
interest  in  deaf-blind  people.  With  the  co- 
operation of  a local  Lion’s  Club,  RNIB  initiated 
the  setting  up  of  a local  weekly  braille  news 
letter,  and  it  is  hoped  to  broaden  this  experiment 
if  there  is  enough  support  from  local  voluntary 
organisations. 

Homes 

Almost  80  per  cent  of  blind  people  are  over 
60,  and  their  great  need  is  often  for  somewhere 
to  live  where  they  will  be  looked  after  in  a 
caring,  friendly  environment.  RNlB’s  five

homes,  two  for  people  who  are  deaf  as  well  as 
blind,  aim  to  provide  a true  home  where  older 
people  will  find  comfort,  understanding  and 
encouragement.  There  are  comfortable  lounges, 
spacious  dining  rooms,  pleasant  gardens  and 
excellent  food.  Much  thought  has  gone  into  the 
furnishings  and  colour  schemes.  Even  if  the 
people  who  live  there  cannot  see  their  attractive 
surroundings  they  get  pleasure  from  the  approv- 
ing comments  of  their  visitors.  We  encourage 
visitors — we  think  it  is  important  for  older 
people  to  keep  up  contact  with  their  family  and 
friends,  particularly  if  they  have  had  to  move 
from  a familiar  neighbourhood.  Local  volunteers 
also  visit  and  go  out  for  walks  with  residents 
and  help  them  to  join  in  activities  outside  the 
home.  Because  of  their  age  many  people  in  our 
homes  come  to  need  nursing.  We  do  not  send 
them  away  to  hospital  but  in  two  of  our  homes 
we  have  nursing  facilities  so  that  our  people  can 
stay  in  a familiar  environment  even  when  they 
can  no  longer  look  after  themselves. 


Hotels 

Over  5.000  people  spent  a holiday  at  RNlB's 
four  hotels  during  the  year  but,  sadly,  we  had 
to  disappoint  many  more.  The  hotels,  at  Scar- 
borough, Blackpool,  Llandudno  and  East- 
bourne, are  all  in  easy  reach  of  shops  and 
entertainment.  We  accept  sighted  guides  and 
guide  dogs  in  our  hotels.  Holiday  guests  pay  a 
contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their  holidays, 
but  the  Institute  meets  most  of  the  cost  from  its 
voluntary  funds. 

Talking  books 

In  sheer  numbers  of  blind  people  helped,  the 
Talking  Book  Library  is  RNIB’s  most  important 
service:  over  54,000  people  belong  to  the 
Library  and  almost  a million  and  a half  tapes 
were  sent  out  during  the  year.  The  most  popular 
books  are  light  fiction. 

Talking  Books  continue  to  be  made  on  extra 
large  cassettes  which  can  be  played  back  only 
on  special  machines  provided  by  RNIB;  the 
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tnachities  are  serviced  by  some  3,()()()  volunteers 
around  the  country  in  their  spare  time. 

iiraille  music 

Our  music  publications  have  continued  to 
range  from  the  Baroque  period  to  the  present 
century,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  needs  of 
teachers.  Choral  singers  too  have  had  a sub- 
stantial share  of  our  output  this  year.  The 
effort  to  memorize  requires  continuing  deter- 
mination and  skill  by  blind  musicians.  Children 
and  young  people  from  the  beginner  to  degree 
work  use  our  services,  and  we  are  gradually 
widening  the  instrumental  range  of  our  examina- 
tion music. 

Sports  and  recreation 

The  Institute’s  Sports  and  Recreation  Officer 
was  elected  to  represent  the  International  Sports 
Organisation  for  the  Disabled  on  a new  joint 
committee  bringing  together  that  organisation 
and  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the 
Blind;  he  has  also  been  appointed  Representative 
on  WCWB’s  European  Sports  Commission. 

Competitive  sport  is  firmly  established  on 
both  the  international  and  the  national  fronts. 
The  first  ISOD  world  goal  ball  championships 
for  the  blind  were  held  in  Austria  in  June  1978. 
Acting  as  agents  for  the  British  Sports  Associa- 
tion for  the  Disabled,  RNIB  accepted  an 
invitation  to  participate.  During  the  early 
summer,  three  blind  swimmers  from  the  North 
London  School  of  Physiotherapy  represented 
the  UK  at  an  ISOD  multi-national  sports 
competition  staged  in  Holland. 

Once  again,  dinghy  and  cruiser  sailing  courses 
were  organised  by  the  Royal  Yachting  Associa- 
tion and  RNIB  co-operated  in  circulating 
information  about  them,  assisting  with  the 
selection  of  candidates,  and  the  production  of 
tactile  maps  of  relevant  waterways. 

There  were  three  major  athletic  events  during 
the  year.  In  London,  Manchester  and  Grange- 
mouth, Stirlingshire.  Our  Sports  and  Recrea- 
tion Officer  played  an  active  part  in  these 
events  as  well  as  with  the  first  national  swimming 
championships  for  the  blind,  held  at  Stoke 
Mandeville  during  February.  RNIB  welcomes 
the  initiative  taken  by  the  various  voluntary 


organisations  of  blind  people  who  were  ihc  main 
organisers  of  these  events. 

Following  meetings  with  the  Sports  Council 
much  progress  has  been  made  in  setting  up  a 
regionally  ba.sed  coaching  service,  staffed  by 
qualified  coaches. 

Drama  for  the  blind  has  received  considerable 
attention  during  the  year  under  review.  RNIB 
has  been  most  happy  to  co-operate  with  the 
Carnegie  UK  Trust  who  have  done  so  much 
to  support  this  activity  in  conjunction  with  other 
voluntary  organisations. 

We  continue  to  maintain  close  contact  with 
the  British  Association  for  Sporting  and 
Recreational  Activities  of  the  Blind  who  are 
represented  on  RNlB’s  Executive  Council. 

The  International  Year  of  the  Child 

Through  our  overseas  contacts,  we  realise 
how  relatively  fortunate  we  are.  So,  for  our 
major  contribution  to  International  Year  of  the 
Child,  we  want  to  give  as  many  blind  children 
as  possible  in  the  developing  countries  the  means 
of  using  braille  in  literacy  and  numeracy  and 
thus  improving  both  their  education  and  their 
employment  opportunities. 

A kit  for  blind  children  has  been  developed 
in  co-operation  between  the  Royal  Common- 
wealth Society  for  the  Blind,  the  Christoffel- 
Blindenmission,  and  a Bombay  manufacturer, 
Voltas  Ltd.  Through  the  agency  of  the  Inter- 
national Council  for  Education  of  the  Visually 
Handicapped,  of  which  RNIB's  Education 
Officer  is  European  Regional  President,  we  are 
urging  schools  throughout  the  UK  and  Europe 
to  donate  kits — the  response  is  already  hearten- 
ing. RNIB  has  donated  100  kits.  The  kits  contain 
all  the  basic  tools  to  help  a child  learn  to  write, 
draw  and  calculate  packed  in  a sturdy  box. 
Each  kit  costs  £1 1 . But  lYC  gives  us  a chance  for 
more  than  this.  We  can  use  it  for  re-establishing 
our  criteria: 

(a)  to  identify  the  visually  handicapped 
child;  his  needs;  and  those  of  his  family; 

{b)  to  develop  and  improve  services  to  meet 
those  needs  and  match  contemporary 
attitudes; 

(c)  to  plan  for  the  future.

1.  Expenditure  on  fixed  assets  less  proceeds  of  sales  is  charged  to  the  General  Charity  Fund  Income  and  Expenditure 
Account  in  the  year  that  such  net  expenditure  is  incurred.  This  treatment,  which  has  been  consistently  applied 
over  a number  of  years,  is  not  in  accordance  with  Statement  of  Standard  Accounting  Practice  No.  12 — Accounting 
for  Depreciation,  which  recommends  that  fixed  assets  are  depreciated  over  their  estimated  useful  lives,  but  is 
considered  by  the  Executive  Council  to  be  the  most  prudent  and  appropriate  for  the  Institute. 

2.  Stock  of  Apparatus  is  valued  at  estimated  selling  price  which  is  lower  than  cost,  and  trading  activities  stock  is 
valued  at  cost. 

3.  Investments  are  shown  at  cost  or  valuation  when  donated  or  bequeathed. 

4.  Income  is  credited  to  General  Charity  Fund  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  in  the  year  in  which  it  is  received, 
other  than  income  in  connection  with  Services  to  the  Blind  and  Interest  on  Deposits,  which  are  dealt  with  on  an 
accrual  basis.
